And  once  these  Brethren  have  been  exposed  to  the  secrets  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry, 
the  door  is  open  in  our  Chapters  for  them  to  continue  to  expand  their  knowledge,  as  we 
did  before  them. 

We  must  listen.  We  must  learn.  We  must  lead.  Then  and  only  then  will  we  be  able  to  pass 
the  torch  burning  as  brightly  as  it  was  when  we  received  it. 

From  the  past  we  draw  inspiration  from  the  foundation  upon  which  we  now  stand.  For  the 
present,  we  must  add  the  enthusiasm,  regain  the  vitality  and  create  the  legacy  for  the 
future.

FRATERNAL  RELATIONS:  The  Ontario  Masonic  Leaders  under  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Grand  Master  met  a  few  times  at  the  Keele  Street  Masonic  Center  and  once  in 
conjunction  with  the  International  Plowing  Match  in  the  Region  of  Chute  a  Blondeau  last 
September.  Projects  and  concerns  within  the  various  Masonic  bodies  were  shared  in  an 
informal  atmosphere.  Membership  and  leadership  were  given  priority  status.  The  IS?"" 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  was 
held  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel  in  Toronto  in  July  2011.  This  event  was  one  of  the 
highlights  of  the  masonic  year  with  Lynette  and  I  as  guests  of  the  Grand  Master.

201 1.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  in  August  201 1,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio 
in  October  2011. 

Attendance  to  official  visits,  anniversaries,  and  special  invitations  to  several  concordant 
bodies  were  received  and  attended.  My  attendance  was  recorded  at  the  Grand  Assembly 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Ontario  in  Midland  in  May  201 1.  I  also  attended  the 
ceremony  for  the  local  Advisor  of  the  International  Order  of  the  Rainbow  Girls  on  the 
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Installation  of  Emily  Luetri  in  Brampton  in  January  201 2.  A  number  of  Installations  were 
attended  during  the  year.  Orion  No.  195,  St.  Clair  No.  75,  Port  Credit  No.  230  and  White 
Oak  No.  104  were  but  a  few.  Also,  several  social  events  were  attended,  where  I  was  able 
to  talk  informally  with  many  of  the  Companions. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER:  On  May  25^  201 1,  I  attended  St.  John's  and  St. 
George's  Chapter  No.  3  in  London,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  and  honour  of  investing  and 
installing  the  Grand  Master  as  a  Past  First  Principal  of  his  Chapter.

I  do  not  like  to  hear  of  Chapters  going 
into  darkness  or  amalgamating.  However,  some  Chapters  have  reached  the  point  in  their 
history  where  amalgamation  or  darkness  is  the  only  solution. 

Some  Chapters  continue  to  experience  internal  conflicts  through  possible  power  struggles 
that  are  not  conducive  to  a  positive  and  healthy  environment  of  trust.  We  must  not  allow 
external  discords  to  drift  into  the  chapter  environment  thereby  disturbing  the  harmony  of 
the  chapter. 


TRUSTEESHIP:  Efforts  were  made  to  improve  and  help  the  Chapters  under  trusteeship. 
The  following  trustees  were  allocated  to  these  chapters  to  assist  them  in  their  openings 
and  closings  and  to  have  a  quorum  to  conduct  the  business  of  chapter. 

These  Chapters  have  not  reached  a  satisfactory  level  to  operate  as  a  Chapter  and 
assistance  is  still  recommended.  The  trustees  however,  have  done  a  remarkable  job  in 
keeping  the  chapters  afloat.  I  thank  them  for  their  support  and  discharge  them.

ANNUAL  RETURNS:  Over  the  last  several  years,  we  have  updated  and  relaxed  that 
portion  of  the  constitution  which  deals  with  annual  returns.  The  forms  are  readily 
a\  ailable  on  the  web  site  and  from  the  Grand  Chapter  office.  There  were  thirteen  Chapters 
not  properly  returned  as  of  the  deadline  date  of  January  31,  2012.  Under  my  direction, 
letters,  with  copies  to  the  District  Grand  Superintendents,  were  sent  by  the  Grand  Scribe 
Ezra  to  the  First  Principals  of  those  Chapters  listing  the  consequences  should  their  written 
explanation  and  annual  returns  not  be  submitted  prior  to  February  29"",  20 1 2.  As  of  March 
r'.  2012,  there  were  still  four  Chapters,  Toronto  Antiquity  No.  91,  Manitou  No.  27, 
Tccumseh  No.  264,  and  Warkworth  No.  110,  not  properly  returned.  They  were 
individually  advised  on  March  4"'  and  copied  to  the  Grand  Superintendent,  that  in 
accordance  to  Section  20(q);  "The  current  presiding  officers  (First,  Second,  Third 
Principals  and  Proxy)  are  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  voting  at  this  Annual  Convocation 
of  Grand  Chapter.  This  clause  shall  not  deprive  a  Past  Principal,  in  possession  of  a  current 
dues  card,  of  his  vote  as  such." 

ROYAL  ARCH  CHARITIES:.  The  Medical  Research  Million  Dollar  Club  is  still  active 
and  the  keystone  with  a  certificate  will  remind  you  of  your  generosity.  Are  you  a  member 
yet?  If  not,  see  the  chairman  and  join  the  club.  For  this  charity,  a  number  of  raffle  tickets 
were  prepared,  widely  distributed  and  sold  throughout  the  year.  Approximately  $2,000.00 
was  raised  for  this  event.  The  draw  and  prizes  will  take  place  at  this  Convocation.  The 
tickets  will  give  you  a  chance  to  win  a  VIA  train  trip  to  Quebec.  Companions  are 
encouraged  to  join  in  the  Million  Dollar  Club  as  this  will  help  raise  the  Capital  fund  to  the 
ultimate  goal  of  One  Million  Dollars.  It  will  allow  Grand  Chapter  to  more  easily  distribute 
the  yearly  disbursements  to  medical  research  teams.  Promotional  brochures  are  available 
for  information  on  the  support  of  medical  research  programs.  Thanks  to  the  Districts 
Charity  projects,  your  donations  have  been  applied  to  the  intended  charity  in  order  to 
make  our  usual  contributions. 

Student  Bursary  awards  are  equally  important  to  assist  our  young  students  facing  the 
rising  cost  of  education  and  the  unemployment  rate  affecting  job  opportunities.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION, 
LAWS  AND  JURISPRUDENCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

I  am  pleased  as  Chairman  of  this  Committee  to  present  the  Committee  Report  for  the  year 
201 1-2012  covering  administration  under  its  mandate  during  the  above  period,  together 
with  other  matters  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter  under  Article  59. 

NOTICES  OF  MOTION: 

I,  R.Ex.Comp.  George  A.  Napper,  hereby  give  notice  that  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation 
of  Grand  Chapter,  I  will  move  or  cause  to  be  moved  the  following  amendments  to  the 
Constitution. 

That  Section  28,  Subsection  (c)  be  deleted  and  replaced  with  "only  a  Companion  who  has 
served  as  an  elected  member  of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  as  at  Four  (4)  p.m.  on  November  30"'  prior  to  the  Grand 
Convocation  at  which  the  voting  is  to  take  place,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  name 
published  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Grand  Third  Principal  as  prescribed  within  this 
Constitution.  Your  Committee  finds  this  amendment  to  be  regular  and  in  order. 

Since  last  reporting  to  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Companions  of  Grand  Chapter 
in  201 1,  your  Committee  has  dealt  with  six  (6)  issues  requesting  interpretation  and 
recommendations  with  respecting  to  matters  falling  under  S. 59(c)  of  the  Constitution. 
These  referrals  related  to  the  following  matters,  namely:  Amalgamation  S.  1 04;  Affiliation 
S.83;  Nomination  of  Officers  and  Grand  Executive  Committee  Members  S.18(i)  &  (j); 
Election,  Approval  and  Confirmation  of  Grand  Superintendents  S.29;  Interpretation  of 
S. 82(g)  regarding  effect  of  resignation  or  demit  by  a  Chapter  member  ft-om  his  Craft

Our  term  having  been  completed,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  our  activity  over  the 
past  year. 

This  year  we  have  processed  76  applications,  prior  to  the  deadline  date  of  January  1 5"\ 
2012.  Seventy-five  were  approved  and  one  was  rejected.  The  total  amount  awarded  was 
$24,050.00  within  the  budget  of  $25,000.00 

Statistically  there  were  40  female  applicants  and  35  male  applicants.  The  committee 
continues  to  promote  the  practice  of  presenting  the  Awards  in  Chapter,  with  the  students 
and  parents  present  when  and  where  possible.  Feedback  tells  us  how  successful  and 
rewarding  this  practice  has  been  as  I  was  very  pleased  to  receive  many  encouraging 
comments  throughout  this  past  year  fi"om  many  Grand  Superintendents. 

This  year  has  been  quite  a  learning  experience  for  me  but  with  the  help  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  office  and  my  excellent  committee  members,  I  believe  we  successfully  achieved 
our  goals  of  helping  our  young  students  (our  future)  and  continued  promoting  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  the  most  positive  and  brightest  of  all  lights.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRATERNAL  CORRESPONDENCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

As  Chairman  of  the  Fraternal  Correspondence  Committee  I  had  the  opportunity  and 
pleasure  of  receiving  and  reviewing  the  Annual  Proceedings  of  the  following  Grand 
Chapters:  England,  Indiana,  Ireland,  Manitoba,  New  Hampshire,  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Philippines,  Scotland,  South  Australia  and  Northern  Territory  and  Vermont  to  a  total  of 
1 1  jurisdictions.  Five  of  these  jurisdictions  used  the  CD  format. 
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In  Indiana  the  Grand  Chapter  there  has  made  some  changes  and  one  of  the  first  changes 
they  have  made  is  one  of  attitude  and  operational  style.  Their  Grand  Chapter  now  operates 
on  a  team  style  of  leadership.  The  Companions  elect  eight  officers  to  lead  their  Grand 
Chapter,  not  just  one,  and  they  appoint  a  number  of  other  officers  to  assist  them  in 
running  their  Grand  Chapter.  All  of  the  major  decisions  of  that  Grand  Chapter  now 
involve  all  of  the  elected  officers,  and  frequently,  input  ft-om  some  of  the  appointed 
officers.  The  Grand  Officers  hold  regular  meetings,  and  use  technology  to  stay  more 
connected  than  ever  before.  There  is  no  longer  any  such  thing  as  a  Grand  High  Priest's 
program,  or  a  Grand  King's  program,  or  a  Grand  Secretary's  program,  there  are  only 
Grand  Chapter  programs.  The  Grand  Chapter  and  the  local  Chapters  can  only  benefit  from 
that  approach,  as  it  promotes  continuity  and  consistency  in  the  programs  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  a  clear  and  consistent  communication  of  expectations  and  requirements  to 
the  local  Chapters  from  year  to  year.  The  other  changes  are  that  they  have  done  a 
complete  recodification  of  their  Constitution  and  General  Regulations,  and  a  complete 
rewrite  of  the  Capitular  ritual.  They  now  have  rituals  PDF  format  and  ready  for 
distribution  to  their  members. 

New  Hampshire  uses  the  CD  format  for  their  proceedings  and  it  is  also  available  on  their 
website  for  downloading.  New  Hampshire  believe  it's  time  for  the  membership  function 
of  the  York  Rite  Bodies  to  become  a  unified  effort,  and  recommend  that  the  several 
presiding  Grand  Officers  work  to  create  a  York  Rite  Membership  Task  Force  with 
responsibility  for  coordinating  all  membership  and  promotional  activities.  It  went  on  to 
recommend  that  the  membership  function  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  York  Rite 
Membership  Task  Force.  That  a  cohesive  approach  utilizing  an  "ambassador"  approach 
be  developed  implemented  and  communicated  to  the  several  Lodges  within  the  state,  the 
objective  being  that  each  Lodge  will  have  a  "go  to"  person  for  information  about  the  York 
Rite. 

North  Carolina  has  adopted  a  theme  of  "Unity"  which  encourages  all  companions  to  work 
harder  in  getting  their  membership  out  and  to  the  Chapter  meetings.  Companions  are 
encouraged  to  let  the  companions  know  that  they  are  missed  at  the  meetings  and  need 
their  support  to  build  a  greater  unified  body  of  York  Rite  Freemasons. 

In  Ohio  their  youth  organizations  of  Rainbow  Girls,  Job  Daughters  and  the  DeMolay  are 
very  active  and  the  potential  for  these  young  women  and  men  to  go  further  in  masonry  is 
great.  Financial  contributions  are  made  to  these  youth  organizations  for  various 
scholarship  programs  to  ensure  a  better  future  for  these  youth.  Each  year  during  the 
months  of  June  through  to  September  Ohio  runs  in  their  20  districts  an  Officers  School 
of  Instruction  for  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  gain  knowledge  and  to  become  a  better  officer 
and  member  of  their  Chapter.  In  one  year  a  total  of  220  companions  attended  the  Officers 
Schools  of  Instruction.  There  is  also  a  Resource  Course  which  is  a  series  of  questions  on 
Capitular  Code,  protocol,  by-laws,  procedures,  and  other  related  Capitular  topics.  The 
answers  are  gleaned  from  their  Grand  Chapter  Code,  Management  Manual,  Officer 
Manual,  and  other  reference  books.  The  completion  of  this  course  gives  the  companion 
a  Series  I  and/or  Series  II  level.  Twenty-seven  companions  completed  this  Resource 
Course.  There  is  also  a  Royal  Arch  School  run  in  the  districts  by  the  District  Education 
Officer.  A  total  of  247  companions  completed  this  program.  The  whole  theme  is  to 
provide  more  "Light  and  Knowledge"  to  all  companions. 

Vermont  are  in  the  process  of  developing  unified  membership  that  can  be  sent 
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electronically  or  handed  out  on  a  flash  drive  to  any  subordinate  body;  assignment  of  a 
membership  otTicer  in  each  body  or  bodies  who  would  be  mentored  by  their  membership 
committee;  encourage  more  Blue  Lodge  talks  &  presentations  to  inform  Master  Masons 
about  the  York  Rite  and  to  provide  materials  for  such  presentations. 

1  would  like  to  thank  you.  Most  Excellent  Sir,  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  our  Grand 
Chapter  these  past  three  years.  I've  found  this  committee  a  very  interesting  and  rewarding 
experience.  I  would  like  to  thank  our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  for  his  continuing  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  INVESTMENT  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  investment  committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  the  management  of  our  three 
portfolios:  the  General  Account,  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Account,  and  the  Medical 
Research  Account.  These  three  portfolios  are  managed  by  RBC  Dominion  Securities, 
within  the  investment  policy  guidelines  approved  by  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  of 
The  Grand  Chapter.  These  guidelines  provide  for  the  allocation  of  assets  including  cash, 
short-term  investments,  fixed  income  investments,  and  equities  within  the  three  portfolios. 
Your  investment  committee  is  in  regular  contact  with  our  financial  advisor,  meeting  with 
him  in  person  and  receiving  regular  reports  both  by  mail  and  electronically. 

The  objectives  of  The  Grand  Chapter  investment  policy  are  to  achieve  long-term  capital 
and  income  growth  consistent  with  low  to  moderate  risk,  while  producing  an  income 
stream  to  provide  for  operating  expenses,  and  the  funding  of  Scholarships  and  Bursaries 
and  Medical  Research.  In  order  to  balance  these  objectives,  our  policy  has  been  to  limit 
the  proportion  of  equities  in  our  portfolios  to  no  more  than  35%  of  the  total. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  held  on  October  29,  201 1,  I 
reported  that  the  preceding  six  months  had  been  a  time  of  volatility  and  uncertainty  in 
equity  markets  and  bond  markets  around  the  world.  It  was  noted  that  despite  this 
uncertainty.  North  American  markets  and  the  North  American  economy  were  continuing 
to  recover  slowly.  Little  has  changed  since  that  time.  The  fiscal  year  from  March  1,2011 
to  February  29,  2012  has  continued  to  be  a  time  of  volatility,  but  the  upward  and 
downward  movements  in  the  markets  have  been  less  pronounced,  with  a  continued 
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upward  trend  over  the  long  term. 

Our  portfolios  are  down  slightly  in  value  over  the  past  12  months,  by  approximately 
1 .64%  on  average.  While  this  is  cause  for  concern,  it  should  not  be  cause  for  alarm.  It 
should  be  noted  that  during  the  fiscal  year  of  March  2009  to  February  2010  our  portfolio 
grew  by  approximately  8.98%  and  in  the  fiscal  year  March  2010  to  February  201 1  by 
approximately  8.26%.  Viewed  in  this  context,  the  reduction  in  value  of  the  three 
portfolios  appears  to  be  more  of  a  minor  correction  than  a  set  back. 

The  account  balances  and  year  to  year  changes  of  our  three  portfolios  are  as  follows:

we  are  therefore  not  recommending  any  changes  to  the  existing  policy.  We  also  believe 
that  the  current  managers  of  our  investments  are  performing  as  expected,  and  therefore 
are  not  recommending  any  changes  in  management.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  my  privilege  as  the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  present  to  you  the  financial  statements  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Medical  Research  Fund  and  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Funds 
for  the  year  ended  February  29,  2012 

The  following  are  the  highlights  for  the  fiscal  year  2012: 

The  Grand  Chapter:  The  total  revenue  was  $89,349  compared  to  $138,844  in  201 1.  As 
detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements,  the  reported  investment  loss  for  the  current 
year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss  of  $21,009.  In  the  prior  year,  the  reported 
investment  income  included  an  unrealized  gain  of  $22,025. 

Our  expenses  amounted  to  $  1 1 0,663  as  against  $  1 00,362  in  the  prior  year.  We  ended  the 
year  with  an  excess  of  expenses  over  revenue  of  $21,314  compared  to  a  surplus  of 
$38,482  in  the  prior  year. 

The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund:  During  the  year  ended  February  29, 20 1 2,  we  paid 
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out  bursaries  of  $24,050  compared  to  $20,350  for  201 1 .  We  ended  the  year  with  a  deficit 
of  $37,232  compared  to  a  surplus  of  $39,841  in  the  prior  year. 

As  detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements,  the  reported  investment  loss  for  the 
current  year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss  of  $31,587.  in  the  prior  year,  the 
reported  in\estment  income  included  an  unrealized  gain  of  $43,082. 

The  Medical  Research  Fund:  During  the  year  ended  February  29,  2012,  we  paid  out 
grants  of  $25,000,  which  is  the  same  amount  as  has  been  paid  out  each  year  for  the  past 
number  of  years.  We  ended  the  year  with  a  deficit  of  $1 7,755  compared  to  a  surplus  of 
S36,414  in  the  prior  year. 

.■\s  detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements,  the  reported  investment  loss  for  the 
current  year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss  of  $25,690.  in  the  prior  year,  the 
reported  investment  income  included  an  unrealized  gain  of  $32,503. 

Investments:  As  of  the  current  year  end  date,  aggregate  market  value  of  the  investments 
held  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Scholarship  &  Bursary  Fund  and  the  Medical  Research 
Fund  amounted  to  $1,893,337.  At  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  the  comparable  amount 
tor  the  aggregate  market  value  of  the  investments  was  $1,959,398. 

General:  I  was  pleased  to  meet  with  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  and  the  Grand  Council  during 
the  year  to  discuss  the  financial  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  efforts 
of  our  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  to  control  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
and  the  two  related  funds. 

1  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  for  all  his  time  and  attention  to  the  accounts 
of  Grand  Chapter.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  and  dedication  of  the 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  Investments  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  Members  of  The  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  audits  for  the  year  ended  February  29'^  2012  have  been  completed.  Once  again  no 
recognition  has  been  given  to  any  realized  and  unrealized  capital  gain  or  loss  on  the  sale 
of  investments  in  the  budgeted  figures.  This  is  of  course  recognized  in  the  audited 
financial  statements. 

Our  actual  revenue  for  2012  totalled  $109,166  compared  to  the  budget  income  of 
$107,600. 
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Our  expenses  were  SI 03,637  compared  to  the  budget  of  $1 18,800.  As  a  result  we  have 
a  net  surplus  of  S5,529  compared  to  a  budgeted  deficit  of  $  1 1 ,200,  which  figure  does  not 
include  unrealized  capital  gains. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  2013  we  are  projecting  a  budgeted  income  of 
SI 06.600  compared  to  budgeted  expenses  of  $1 19,200  resulting  in  a  budgeted  deficit  of 
S 1 2,600.  While  we  continue  to  receive  new  members  in  many  Chapters,  we  continue  to 
have  a  net  loss  in  membership  so  we  have  projected  per-capita  dues  of  $85,000,  down 
from  S88,000.  While  our  total  budgeted  expenses  are  stable  we  have  reduced  our  Public 
Relations  line  by  $3,000  from  the  previous  year  based  on  the  actual  for  2012,  which 
included  non-participation  by  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  at  the  last  Plowing  Match, 
which  will  be  the  same  for  this  year.  However,  we  have  increased  travel  expenses  by 
S4,000  to  assist  with  compensation  in  this  area,  which  has  not  been  increased  for  several 
\ears.  In  addition,  we  have  allowed  for  a  2%  increase  in  Salaries  &  Benefits,  which  have 
remained  constant  for  several  years  as  well. 

Our  revenue  in  20 1 2  for  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  recorded  a  total  of  $3,432  less 
expenses  of  $26,039,  for  a  loss  of  $37,232.  in  201 1  we  had  a  surplus  of  $39,841. 

Our  revenue  in  20 1 2  from  the  Medical  Research  Fund  totalled  $  1 9,890,  less  expenses  of 
S27,302,foraloss  of  $17,775.  In  201 1  we  had  a  surplus  of  $36,414. 

Also,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  continue  to  have  a  good  relationship  with  our  auditors 
Lepore  &  Company,  Chartered  Accountants. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  the  other  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Chair,  R.Ex.Comp. 
Ronald  Stinson  and  R.Ex.Comp.  Robert  Zimmerman,  we  thank  you  for  having  given  us 
this  opportunity  to  serve  our  Grand  Chapter.

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  membership  as  of  December  3 1 ,  201 1 ,  is  reported  to  be  6555,  indicating  a  continuing 
decline  through  201 1  although  at  a  reduced  rate  ft-om  the  past  two  years.  The  loss  of 
members  due  to  Demits  and  Suspensions  is  still  the  major  reason  for  the  reduction  in 
membership.  Deaths  represent  a  loss  of  75%  of  Advancements,  Affiliations  and 
Reinstatements.  There  are  99  Chapters  at  the  end  of  201 1 . 

One  Chapter  will  celebrate  its  1 50""  Anniversary,  one  will  celebrate  its  1 25'^  and  two  will 
celebrate  their  50"'  Anniversary  in  2012/13.  It  is  hoped  that  celebrations  will  mark  these 
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milestones  and  their  histories  updated  to  reflect  progress  they  have  made. 

The  project  initiated  last  year  to  acquire  a  copy  of  all  existing  written  histories  of  Chapters 
within  this  jurisdiction  has  resulted  in  acquiring  three  additional  brief  histories.  This 
project  will  continue  with  the  hope  that  others  will  be  identified.  The  second  project,  to 
update  the  existing  Grand  Chapter  Histories,  has  continued  with  the  acquisition  of  a 
detailed  history  of  Capitular  Masonry  -  A  history  of  the  Provincial  Chapters  and  Grand 
Chapters  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  from  1797  to  1911  -  type-written  by  John  Ross 
Robertson  that  apparently  was  not  published.  1  look  forward  to  cooperating  with  the 
Grand  Archivist  in  preserving  the  documents  that  have  been  found.

-  Alzheimer's  research  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Peter  St.  George  Hyslop, 
University  of  Toronto 

The  Capital  Fund  is  now  at  $695,162  down  by  $13,016  from  2010  due  to  a  loss  in  value 
of  investments.  $19,881.00  was  raised  in  201 1  by  your  support  of  the  Internal  Raffle,  the 
Million  Dollar  Club  and  donations  to  the  fund  by  your  Companions'  "CHARITY".

The  reports  completed  by  the  Superintendents  for  the  most  part  were  well  done  and 
informative.  These  reports  have  enabled  me  to  condense  an  overview  on  its  condition. 

Official  Visits 

OtTicial  visits  were  completed  by  the  Superintendents  and  all  reports  submitted  mostly  on 
time. 

A  recurring  theme  across  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  finances  of  the  Chapters.  Grand 
Chapter  does  not  set  the  dues  structure,  it  only  approves  the  by-laws  amendment  which 
a  Chapter  has  approved  to  maintain  its  own  house.  On  average  the  dues  are  $70  annually. 
Let  me  make  an  implicit  comparison  with  my  home.  I  can't  remember  the  day  my  hydro 
bill  was  S70  annually,  and  I'm  not  sure  if  I  can  get  a  bottle  of  single  malt  Scotch  for  $70, 
so  I  can  drown  my  sorrows  wishing  I  could  remember.  1  see  you  get  my  point.  If  your 
house  is  to  continue  under  funding  itself  surely  you  will  find  yourselves  without  heat, 
electronic  media,  or  light  which  is  all  we  are  trying  to  shed  on  this  subject. 

We  commend  the  First  Principals  for  the  proper  Protocol  and  Etiquette  shown  by  them 
and  their  Chapters  to  the  Grand  Superintendents.  All  Superintendents  report  being 
received  in  a  most  dignified  manner. 

Course  of  Instruction 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  at  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  and  after  a 
Constitutional  amendment  to  this  section  at  our  last  Grand  Convocation  all  is  proceeding 
extremely  smoothly. 

Membership 

Some  Chapters  have  been  fortunate  to  have  increased  their  membership  either  by 
affiliations  for  applications,  yet  other  Chapters  in  the  same  District  have  seen  nothing. 
Unfortunately  deaths  and  demits  are  still  our  Achilles  heel.  We  draw  your  attention  to  last 
year's  statistical  report,  267  Deaths,  264  Demits.  In  both  instances  we  suffer  a  great  loss 
to  our  Fraternity,  in  one  we  pay  our  respects,  the  other  we  ignore.  Is  that  the  reason  for 
demitting  in  the  first  place?  Without  an  investigation  how  do  we  know?  Therefore 
investigate  and  file  a  written  report.

The  Work 

I  will  paraphrase  one  report:  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  not  held  in  the  same  veneration  as 
Craft  Masonry.  This  is  particularly  bemusing  when  one  considers  that  all  Royal  Arch 
Masons  are  Craft  Lodge  Masons.  Many  of  the  things  that  are  tolerated  in  the  Chapter 
would  be  frowned  upon  for  a  Craft  Mason  to  read  ft"om  the  book  of  work,  yet  in  Chapter 
it  is  openly  flaunted,  and  when  questioned  the  excuses  never  end.  It  is  obvious  that 
Councils  that  adopt  this  attitude  are  merely  going  through  the  motions  and  do  more  harm 
than  good  in  the  promotion  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

We  recommend  that  Chapters  make  the  ritual  interesting  by  means  of  lectures,  readings, 
discussions  and  debates,  tending  to  make  its  meaning  clear,  thus  eliminating  lifeless 
recital  of  ritual  by  mechanical  Companions  who  have  no  idea  of  the  meaning  of  the  words 
that  glide  from  their  lips. 

Unless  you  have  some  inability  we  recommend  you  to  learn  the  work  and  present  it  from 
memory.  Train  a  successor;  do  not  make  assumptions  that  you  own  a  piece  of  the  work. 
It  is  your  duty  to  dispense  light  and  Knowledge  to  all  uninformed  Masons. 

Duties  and  Responsibilities 

We  must  all  take  a  united  stand  against  the  very  few  who  continue  to  drag  their  "Politics", 
their  petty  piques  and  quarrels,  their  disappointed  ambitions  to  have  high  sounding  titles, 
and  wear  resplendent  robes  into  the  sacred  precincts  of  the  Chapter  room,  to  disturb  the 
work  of  the  builders  and  destroy  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  copestone  of  the  Masonic 
structure. 

We  seem  content  to  stand  complacently  by  and  let  them  do  it.  Like  a  leaden  lump  within 
the  belly  of  Masonry,  not  easily  digested,  they  are  not  an  asset  but  a  liability. 

Communication 

The  Summons  is  and  will  continue  to  be  the  main  means  of  communication  to  the 
membership.  Here  again  the  difference  in  their  format  ranges  from  outstanding  to  blase. 
Superintendents  have  been  requested  to  assist  any  Chapter  in  their  Districts  that  are  not 
producing  an  informative  and  visually  appealing  Summons. 

District  web  sites  and  the  reporting  of  their  maintenance  are  now  duties  of  the  Grand 
Superintendents.  We  must  remain  vigilant  as  Public  impression  and  interest  in  our  order 
can  be  garnered  through  this  media. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  their  Secretaries  for  their  honesty  in 
reporting  factual  information.  Congratulations  on  the  completion  of  your  duties.  May  your 
future  endeavours  be  as  rewarding  as  those  just  accomplished! 

My  Companions,  as  my  term  as  Grand  Third  Principal  comes  to  an  end  my  final 
recommendation  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Ontario  is  this.  There  is 
nothing  to  improve  upon  this  our  Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  of  Jerusalem. 
The  condition  however,  will  always  need  review  and  recommendations  that  will  allow  us 
to  remain  current  and  viable  in  an  ever  changing  world.  My  final  recommendation 
therefore  as  Grand  Joshua  is  to  pray  that  the  blessings  and  guidance  of  the  Great  I  Am  will 
be  ever  with  you  and  this  Our  Grand  Chapter.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  objective  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  is  to  raise  the  profile  of  Capitular 
Masonry  partially  by  using  the  tools  developed  ie,  new  brochures,  lapel  pins,  suggestions 
for  organizing  Master  Mason  nights,  a  short  play  that  can  be  used  in  a  recessed  Lodge  or 
Chapter,  DVD's  and  the  Public  Relations  web  site.  In  order  to  gage  the  success  of  these 
tools,  an  end  of  year  request  was  sent  out  to  the  Districts  requesting  information  about  the 
use  of  the  tools  and  if  events  such  as  open  houses.  Master  Mason  nights,  etc.  were  used 
along  with  the  supplied  materials.  Nine  of  fifteen  Districts  responded,  which  I  consider 
an  excellent  response  rate.  All  nine  used  the  materials  in  different  ways,  and  all  had 
positive  results.  The  recognition  of  Masters  in  a  Craft  Lodge,  who  are  also  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  was  very  successful.  The  companions  were  presented  with  a  letter  of 
congratulations  by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First,  M.Ex.Comp.  Roland  P.  Mandeville, 
and  an  article  advertising  the  event  was  placed  in  the  Ontario  Mason.  Progress  has  been 
made  in  other  areas,  most  Districts  have  a  Public  Relations  Chairman,  and  8  Districts  have 
a  w  eb  site.  It  is  up  to  each  Chapter  to  get  involved  in  community  events,  open  houses  and 
Masonic  events  with  other  York  Rite  bodies.  Most  new  masons  do  not  understand  the 
structure  of  the  York  Rite,  and  it  can  only  be  helpful  if  we  meet  and  promote  as  a  group. 

At  the  last  Annual  Convocation  promotional  packages  were  given  to  the  Grand 
Superintendents  containing  ideas  and  information  to  promote  Capitular  Masonry.  As  it 
appears  to  be  successful  and  a  convenient  method  of  distributing  materials,  packages  will 
be  distributed  again  this  year  at  the  Annual  Convocation. 

The  Royal  Arch  display  was  utilized  at  Grand  Chapter  Convocation,  Grand  Lodge 
Communication,  The  International  Plowing  Match  and  a  Master  Mason  Night  in 
Richmond  Hill.  The  display  is  under  utilized  and  the  companions  are  reminded  that  the 
display  is  available  and  is  easily  transported  to  any  Masonic  or  Community  event. 

We  all  understand  the  importance  of  making  the  mason  aware  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
and  we  should  think  of  ourselves  as  salesmen  and  promote  the  product  because,  if  they 
are  not  aware  they  will  not  join. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Council,  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  the 
Public  Relations  Committee  for  their  cooperation  and  advice.  For  Capitular  Masonry  to 
succeed  and  prosper  the  support  of  all  is  essential.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  ARCHIVIST 

At  the  outset,  I  offer  thanks  to  various  Companions  from  Oxford-Harris  Chapter  18  for 
tehir  continued  assistance  in  maintaining  Grand  Chapter's  storage  room,  in  the  basement 
of  our  Grand  Lodge  building.  Many  hands  make  light  work,  not  only  physically  but  also 
in  the  decision  making  process. 

Section  49  of  the  Constitution  states  that  the  Grand  Archivist  "shall  attend  and  support  the 
Grand  First  Principal  to  the  best  of  his  ability."  We  have  perceived  the  practical  purpose 
of  the  Grand  Archivist  is;  to  catalogue,  store  and  maintain  all  paraphernalia,  records  and 
historically  significant  documents  from  all  sources,  including  items  received  from 
Chapters  who  have  amalgamated  or  ceased  to  exist  as  stated  in  section  1 03(h),  1 04(a)  and 
106(b)  of  the  Constitution. 

This  storage  room  is  not  a  dumping  zone.  The  dishevelled  and  unorganized  mess  that  we 
were  left  with  is  unacceptable.  Initially,  a  large  volume  of  unusable  material  was  either 
recycled  or  incinerated.  A  number  of  shelving  units  have  been  added  to  assist  in  keeping 
acquisitions  visible  at  all  time. 

Two  items  of  interest  were  uncovered; 

1 .)  Three  large  boxes,  which  originally  were  a  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  when  at 
888  Younge  St.  In  Toronto,  had  inadvertently  found  there  way  into  the  back  comer  of  our 
storage  room.  They  have  subsequently  been  returned  to  our  Grand  Lodge  Library. 

2.)  Packed  in  a  box  nondescript  items  and  junk,  we  found  what  we  consider  to  be  one  of 
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the  most  historically  significant  items  now  in  Grand  Chapter's  keeping:  The  T.D. 
Harrington  Notebook.  This  contains  tlic  hand  written  notes  made  bu  our  third  Grand 
First  Principal,  T.D.  Harrington,  concerning  the  establishment  of  our  Ritual  by  Grand 
Chapter  in  1 859.  We  will  make  a  digitized  copy  of  this  prize  possession,  so  that  interested 
C  ompanions  may  be  afforded  a  copy. 

In  conclusion,  we  thank  the  many  Chapters  who  have  deposited  their  items  to  our  care  and 
remind  others  that  all  new  items  will  be  treated  with  respect  and  dealt  with  appropriately.

The  frustration  comes  from  knowing  that  in  most  cases  these 
types  of  words  and  actions  would  never  be  directed  toward  the  Craft  ritual.  Constitution 
and  Grand  Lodge.  In  general  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  being  tarnished  by  these  pockets  of 
disharmony,  similar  to  a  bushel  of  apples,  it  only  takes  a  small  number  to  spoil  the  lot. 
This  council  has  had  to  act  upon  these  issues  in  the  past  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  in  the 
future  in  order  to  restore  harmony  to  our  order.  It  is  our  job  as  a  team,  to  work  together 
in  order  to  right  these  wrongs  and  strengthen  our  family  of  Chapters. 

As  I  have  already  said,  this  Council  has  been  and  will  continue  to  run  things  like  a 
business;  we  will  be  supporting  those  trying  to  make  a  positive  difference  and  deal  with 
those  who  continue  to  disrupt.  The  4  F's  will  continue  to  be  the  rule  of  the  day.  On  the 
positive  side,  there  is  a  number  of  Chapters  and  Districts  working  hard  promoting 
themselves  and  reaping  the  benefits.  As  reported  yesterday  by  our  Grand  Master,  we  are 
enjoying  a  large  number  of  new  younger  members  joining  Craft  Masonry  and  we  need  to 
continue  to  tap  into  this  resurgence  and  nurture  the  new  Companions  in  a  posifive 
environment.  You  will  have  only  one  chance  to  make  a  good  impression.  I  don't  mean 
to  sound  like  I  am  preaching  but  rather  stating  the  obvious  and  I  am  asking  you  to  do  your 
part  as  leaders  to  work  together  to  strengthen  our  Chapters  and  ultimately  our  order. 

As  you  are  aware  with  the  end  of  my  tenure  as  President  of  The  Grand  Execufive 
Committee,  so  has  your  commitment  to  the  various  committees  come  to  an  end.  In 
addifion  to  my  thanks,  let  me  express  my  appreciation  for  a  job  well  done.
